Auto Insurance 

The Hoosier, monthly publication 
of the Indiana State School for 
the Deaf, recently carried a story 
that first appeared in the FORD 
TIME'S, a paper issued by the 
Ford Motor Company for its em¬ 
ployees. This article, THE WORLD’S 
SAFEST DRIVERS, gave the deaf 
driver one o : f the best pats on the 
back that he has enjoyed in a 
long time. 

Indiana drivers have lived up 
very well to the title of Safe Driv¬ 
ers. There have been some acci¬ 
dents here and there, but none 
that have been very serious. There 
is, however, always the chance that 
you or your friend will have an 
accident that may have serious 
results. Your only protection at 
such a time is good insurance. In¬ 
diana law requires that a driver 
have enough money to pay for any 
damage that he may do or that 
he have insurance that will cover 
this damage. 

Law suits that come as the re¬ 
sult of auto accidents, damage 
suits of any kind for that matter, 
are becoming more and more ex¬ 
pensive. Things have come to the 
point where it is very serious for 
anyone to drive a car if he is not 
protected by a good insurance 
policy, not only for damage to his 
car and the car of another person, 
but for damage bo property and in¬ 
juries to other people. 

For a deaf person to be involved 
in a bad automobile accident is a 
very serious thing. Judges are of¬ 
ten ignorant of the true facts and 
because of one accident apt to feel 
that all deaf drivers are sure to 
have accidents and they can take 
action to prevent the entire group 
of deaf people from driving. This 
is a matter that the Indiana As¬ 
sociation of the Deaf always stands 
ready to fight and so help every 
deaf person in Indiana keep his 
right to drive. Any case in court 
in which the right of the deaf to 
drive might be taken away should

Silent Worker 
Being Re-organized 

More than a year ago it was an¬ 
nounced by the National Associa¬ 
tion of the Deaf that The Silent 
Worker would be revived, sponsored 
by the N. A. D., and plans were 
made to secure advance subscrip¬ 
tions or pledges of subscriptions. 
It was made clear that before pub¬ 
lication could begin, enough ad¬ 
vance subscriptions would have to 
be secured to finance publication. 

The campaign for subscriptions 
has not been satisfactory. At this 
time, 861 advance subscriptions 
have been taken or pledged, where¬ 
as a minimum of 2,500 will be ne¬ 
cessary before publication can be¬ 
gin. In an effort to secure greater 
results in the subscription cam¬ 
paign, so that a definite publication 
date may be determined, we are 
reorganizing the entire plan. The 
administrative officials of the N. 
A. D., the president and the sec¬ 
retary-treasurer, are taking active 
charge of the Silent Worker, and 
new editorial and business staffs 
are being formed. Hereafter, sub¬ 
scription agents and correspond¬ 
ents will report to the new busi¬ 
ness manager, Harry M. Jacobs, 982 
Cragmont Avenue, Berkley 8, Cali¬ 
fornia.

This is a warning that every deaf 
person in Indiana who reads this 
should repeat to his friends Who 
have cars. 

The state of Indiana is trying 
its best to make driving safe. One 
way that is being used to do this 
is to keep very careful records of 
all accidents in Indiana and check¬ 
ing these accident records before 
giving a driver a new license to 
drive. People with many accidents 
may be refused a license. We do 
not know yet what will happen to 
the deaf driver who has a serious 
accident and then applies for a 
new license. We hope that nothing 
will ever happen to cause any deaf 
driver to have this trouble. The 
best way to prevent this to be as 
careful as possible. Always be 
careful, and always watch out for 
the other fellow. Another is 
“Always watch the driver of the 
car behind the car ahead of you.”

79 SCHOOLS FOR DEAF 

In the first annual report of the 
first school for the deaf: on this 
continent—the American Slchool for 
the Deaf, then at Hartford.Conn., 
but now at West Hartford—it was 
stated that the enrollment of pupils 
Was twenty. That was' in 1847 
While not so stated in the report 
it is reported that the opinion of 
those interested in a new project 
was that the school would prob¬ 
ably be sufficient bo care for all 
the deaf children in the country. 
Today according to the latest fed¬ 
eral census, there are 79 schools 
for the deaf in the United States, 
and the enrollment is 14,673. 

The schools range from kinder¬ 
garten to college, and the college, 
Gailaudet, in Washington, D. C., 
is the only such institution in the 
world.—The New England Star.
